This association alien elects five or 


more directors and the directors then 
elec.t a president, vice-president, sec- 
retary-treasurer, and a loan commit- 
tee of three members. 


As- soon as the Federal Land Bank 


of that district is ready for busi- 
ness, it will provide this local assoc- 
iation, with additional blanks includ- 
ing an application for a charter and

elected it may proceed to appraise 
the .farms upon which mortgages 'are 
to be, placed.
